Rosecrans states, will be to de- 
velop information that will indicate 
a practical means of replenishing 
the underground water supply of the' 
basin, which, according to prelimin- 
ary'studies, is being overdrawn each 
year.

Frost Protection Results 


The spring of 1929 was the first 


time eince growers began installing 
heaters in walnut groves that a teal 
froat occurred. 
Growers in some 


areas have had heaters installed for 
four or five seasons, but weather 
daring blooming time was such that 
heating was not necessary. 
Last 


spring, however, the story was differ- 
ent. March 25 and 26 were both 
cold, and several growers lighted 
their heaters. Not content with one 
visitation.

Orchard heating has been prac- 


ticed for years with citrus. Its econ- 
omic success isl wthout question. We 
know that temperatures can be rais- 
ed from two or three degrees to as 
much as six or eight degrees under 
favorable 
conditions. 
There 
has 


been much speculation in the minds 
of those who are familiar with the 
walnut industry whether or not heat- 
ing could be applied economically 
to walnuts. Consequently, the results 
of last year's heating were watched 
•m'Ji much interest. 
C. A. Cole, 


•meteorologist, United States weather 
bureau, who has cooperated with the 
walnut growers of the Puente-West 
Covina area for the past two years 
in a frost warning service; O. L.

In company 
with Mr. Cole, the writer spent two 
nights in the field observing tem- 
peratures, watching heaters in oper- 
ation, and making various tests.

Before 
discussing what happened on the 
cold nights referred to, let us look 
for a moment into the nature of a 
frost. How does a frost form! What 
makes heating possible? How much 
heating do we need? These are some 
of the questions which come to mind 
in considering the subject of or- 
chard hooting. 


How Does a Frost Torm? 


Strictly speaking, a "frost" oc- 


curs when temperatures drop below 
32 degrees F., the freezing point of 
water. Some crops will be injured 
by this temperature. Other crops 
are not injured by "frost" until 
temperatures 
reach 
considerably 


lower points. There are two meth- 
ods by which heat is transmitted. 
These two methods are radiation 
and conduction. Sun heat comes to 
us by radiation thru the space sur- 
rounding us. A fire in a fireplace 
heats you on one side by direct ra- 
diation. Conducted heat travels thru 
a material. If one end of a bar of 
iron is heated, heat will travel thru 
that bar, eventually more or 
less 


warming all portions of it. A great- 
er or lesser time is required by con- 
ducted heat to travel thru different 
materials, depending upon whether 
or not the material in question is a 
good or poor conductor of heat. Iron 
is a very good conductor. Wood is 
a poor conductor. Soil and air are 
very poor conductors. 


Now, 
what has this to do with 


aid temperatures? The sun radiates 
heat to the earth. The surface qf 
the ground is warmed by these radia- 
tions. Then by conduction the air 
in contact with the surface of the

ward. This process is continued, the 
layer of warm air increasing in 
depth thruout the day until ,at sun- 
down the temperature of the air 
near the ground is highest and de- 
creases as higher elevations are 
reached. 
After 
sundown no mote 


heat is received from the sun. Then 
radiation starts from the earth and' 
the heat which was absorbed during 
the day is rapidly given off into 
space and is lost. A reversal of the 
day 's process takes place. The earth 
becomes cooler than the surrounding 
air, and a thin layer of cool air is 
gradually built up. Instead of ris- 
ing as did the warm air, this cool 
air stays close to the ground and 
forms a layer varying in thickness 
from a few feet to a few hundred 
feet. Above this cool air layer are 
the remains of the body of warm air 
bnilt up during the day. 
Such a 


situation — cool air near the ground 
and warm air above — gives rise to 
what is commonly called "tempera- 
ture inversion." We are accustomed 
to thinking of the upper atmosphere 
as being cool, cooler in fact than 
that in which we walk about. At 
night, however, this is not the case. 
It is upon this fact that the success 
of orchard heating depends. Frost 
occurring on a night when these con- 
ditions exist is called a "radiation 
frost." 
There are other factors 


which enter the picture at this point. 
Water vapor in the air has a great 
effect on the movement of heat, 
tending to intercept heat and pre- 
vent its escape. The formation of 
dew also has a great effect in pre- 
venting temperatures from going too 
low. 
A frost will usually be much 


more severe in cases when the air 
is very dry, or when the "humid- 
ity" is low, than on a night when 
the air is full of moisture. Wind is 
also a very great modifying factor. 
Obviously, if it were possible to mix 
the warm upper air blanket with the 
cool air close to the ground on a 
large scale, the surface air would 
be warmed. This is what occurs 
when a slight breeze springs up on 


cold night. Temperatures imme- 


diately become higher. 
Attempts 


have been made to protect orchards 
from freezing with wind making ma- 
chines. The idea is all Jght, but the 
volume of air moved is insufficient 
and as a rule the air which is being 
blown is taken from the same ele- 
vation and thus no material stirring 
of levels occurs. The upper warmer 
air is not affected. 


Not Heating "All Out Doors" 
Thus the problem of frost protee- 


I tion on the ordinary cold night is 
not that of supplying sufficient heat 
to warm up the air for an indefinite 
height above the ground, but merely 
to warm that relatively thin layer 
between the ground arid the "ceil- 
ing." This term "ceiling" is ap- 
plied to the 
approximate elevation 


at which the air becomes warmer. It 
is comparatively easy to raisearound 


urB uf ' 


30 aliid 31 degrees F. constitutes the 
absolute minimum for walnuts in tee 
stage just described. It is entirely 
possible that 31 degrees F. for a 
sufficiently long period will get many 
of the young, nuts. These conclu- 
sions were baaed oh the fact that in 
many orchards whore temperatures 
at five feet from the ground were 
not below 30 degrees F. many wal- 
nuts which were not in evidence at 
the time dropped off a few days 
after they appeared. This was the 
case even tho leaves and catkins re- 
mained untouched. 


Accompanyng this "frost." there 


was a long period of cold, weather 
which, thoroly chilled the nuts many 
times without freezing them. This 
may have had a considerable influ- 
ence on the final drop of nuts. As 
pointed out before, this data is given, 
not as an irrevocable conclusion, but 
us observations 
made during one 


season of cold weather. 


Effect of Heating 


Of all the orchards equipped with 


orchard heaters, only one was heat- 
ed with the idea of holding tempera- 
tures to 31 or 32 degrees F. The 
man who owns this orchard is Wal- 
ter Lockwood of West Covina. Many 
growers thot their trees were not 
far enough advanced to be in dan- 
ger. 
Others allowed the trees to 


stand 30 degrees before firng up. 
One or two let a night or two of the 
cold weather go by without heating. 
As a result, the oil which they dd 
burn was quite largely wasted be 
cause the damage was done by any 
one of the five nights involved. Lock-

the warm, air above. The extent to 
which this lower air can be heated 
is controlled by the height and tem- 
perature of the "ceiling." If the 
"ceiling" is low, and the air above 
relatively warm, a few fifes will 
quickly heat the 
intervening space 


and a quick rise of temperature will 
result. If the "ceiling" is high, and 
the air above it not much, warmer 
than the air at the ground surface, 
the amount of rise in temperature 
occasioned by the heating will be 
less. On all the nights when "frost" 
occurred in walnuts this past spring, 
there existed a typical "temperature 
inversion." The weather bureau, in 
cooperation with walnut 
growers, 


built a temperature tower on W. S. 
Sawyer's place in West Covina. The 
reading for the night of March 26 
at this tower showed the following:

Between 25 and 35 feet there was 


a difference of 1.8 degrees in the 
temperature. Incidentally, examina- 
tion of the trees surrounding this 
tower the day after the "frost" 
showed leaf burn up to about 20 feet. 
This temperature condition shows 
that a very small amount of heat 
would have been required to raise 
the temperature in the first 40 feet 
up to 30 degrees at least. The prob- 
abilities are that at 50 or 60 feet 
from the ground the air was consid- 
erably warmer than at 40 feet, so 
that temperatures could have been 
raised four or five degrees without 
much difficulty. 


wood's results, therefore, arc 
only evidence which can be quoted. 
It is unsatisfactory 
to make any 


sort of comparison from the experi- 
ences of one man. Nevertheless, the 
result which Mr. Lockwood obtained, 
beng the only evidence which we 
have, is valuable. Loekwood fired 
on all five nights. On the first two 
nights in March the buds were some- 
what enlarged, with a few small 
leaves showing. In April the leaves 
were considerably larger, with nuts 
showing in considerable numbers. 
There was a cover crop in the or- 
chard, which perhaps added a little 
to the coolness of the air within a 
few feet of the ground. 
Heaters 


were operated from three to seven 
hours a night. At no time were more 
than half the heaters lighted. 


The Lockwood place consists of 


thirty acres, which were originally 
part of a 400-acre planting. There- 
fore, there are several holdings im- 
mediately 
surrounding 
his 
place 


planted at the same time with the 
same kind, of trees, and which in the 
past have yielded almost the same 
tonnage per acre. In fact, an ex- 
amination of the record shows that 
year after year four or five orchards 
in this territory have yielded within 
a few pounds per acre of one an- 
other. This gives a good check on 
Lockwood's 
expected yield, 
and 


forms a basis for judging the effect 
of heating. 
Among the 
orchards 


around Lockwood was found a var- 
iation this year of from 1349 pounds 
per acre up to 1857. In order to be 
as conservative as possible, the three 
highest yields per acre on proper- 


°"^^T~**"jre<tf 
They ran' 1768, and 


Angeles county for the past three 
years throws some light on this ex- 
pense. There are among the orchards 
covered in the survey several in 
which heaters are maintained. Heat- 
ers must be conditioned, put into the 
orchard and put away for the sum- 
mer season. The cost of these oper- 
ations during three years on four 
ranches varied from $2.36 to $2.92 
per acre per year. The average cost 
amounted to $2.62 per acre per year. 
About five cents worth of oil per 
acre- is wasted in handling. This fig- 
ure, of course, does not include any 
depreciation or interest on invest- 
ments. Using Mr. Lockwood's acre- 
age and investment figures again, we 
find these to be the' annual carrying 
charges: 
Labor handling heaters..$2.62 per ac. 
Interest on investment..,. 2.01 jser ac. 
Annual depreciation 
2.23 per ac.

Here is an annual charge of $6.86 


per acre which must be carried 
whether heating is necessary or not. 
The question comes to mind at once: 
How long can this be economically 
carried in the absence of frosts? To 
put it. in another way: How often 
would Mr. Lockwood need to save 
288 pounds of walnuts at 15 cents 
net, orchard run, to carry the ex- 
pense? For oil, labor of heating and 
refilling, Mr. Lockwood spent $5.16 
per acre. Subtracting this from the 
extra income from walnuts saved 
$43.20 per acre) -we have $38.04 per 
acre to cover carrying charges. Di- 
viding this by the annual charges 
of $6.86, we get 5% years. In other 
words, if Mr. Lockwood can save 288 
pounds per acre at 15 cents per 
pound orchard run, one year out of 
five, the investment would seem to 
be justified. 
• - 


In using these figures to deter- 


mine whether or not heaters should 
be installed on any given property, 
one must remember first that the 
data presented is only indicative, 
and comes from but one orchard. 
Also, only one year's experience is 
available. Before deciding on the in 
vestment, the frequency of damag- 
ing frosts should be determined. 
It 


is undoubtedly possible to raise tem- 
peratures an a walnut orchard "to a 
reasonable degree. 
Everyone must 


settle for himself the economic fac- 
tors involved. .There is a very ex- 
cellent bulletin on frost and its pre-

1857 pounds per acre. The average 
of these three pieces, totaling 71 
acres, was 1803 pounds per 
acre. 


Lockwood 's yield was 2091 pounds 
per acre, a gain of 288 pounds. It 
may be questioned whether this dif- 
ference 
is due to heat or to other 


factors. The yields in past years is 
the only check w,e have on this fact. 
It seems quite probable that this dif- 
ference was due to the protection 
which Mr. Lockwood afforded 
his 


trees. One of the three pieces of 
property used in this average was in 
the drift of heat from Lockwood's 
orchard, and undoubtedly benefited 
thereby to some extent. The other 
two orchards were unaffected by the 
drift. 


Did the Heating Fay? 


No orchard practice is of any value 
unless it pays a return. Mr. Lock- 
wood very kindly furnished his fig- 
ures for the purpose of analyzing 
this angle of the question. We find 
that Mr. Lockwood has 500 heaters, 
or one to a tree. He has a storage 
tank, lighters, and other equipment. 
He does not have a tank wagon, hir- 
ing that part of the work done. For 
the purpose of complete comparison, 
the price of a tank wagon is figured 
in the following table on invest- 
ment:

Not a great deal of work has 


been done on the determination of 
just when young walnuts will freeze. 
Some observations were made a few 
years ago by various men, and fci 
preliminary conclusion reached that j Labor of 
firing 


29 degrees was the danger point. Ob- 
servations made after the "frost" 
last spring indicate that 29 degrees 
i.s too low for walnuts in certain 
stages. 
When this "frost" came, 


the buds ori many trees were just 
starting to swell. 
Very few trees 


were (rut in leaf. This was parti- 
cularly true thruout the two cold 
nights in March. 
By April more i 


trees were out in leaf, many catkins j 
were in evidence and some nuts were 
the size of a small pea. Tempera- 
tures as low as 29 degrees F. appar- 
ently froze young walnuts, which 
were entirely enclosed in bud scales 
and which would normally be called 
barely past the winter bud stage. 
Catkins which were over one-half 
inch in length were froze by tem- 
peratures of 28 degrees F. At 29 
degrees F. smaller catkins apparent- 
ly escaped injury. Some of those 
which had developed to two and a 
half or three inches in length, how- 
ever, were blackened at this Jaat 
named temperature. After watching 
the crop develop and comparing the 
probable damage with spring tem- 
peratures, it is believed that between

Thus the total expense for heating 


this 30-acre grove, including over- 
head on the equipment, amounted to 
$361.85, or $12.06 per acre. 


Now, did he get his money back? 


Assuming that the 288 pounds per 
acre of walnuts harvested in excess 
of his three highest neighbors was 
due to frost, protection, and assum- 
ing a net return of 15 cents per 
pound, orchard run, Loekwood re- 
ceived $1296.00, or $43.20 per acre 
extra income as a result of heating. 
Deducting from this the $12.06 per 
acre total cost of heating, wo have 
left a net gain from heating of 
$31.14 per acre. On 30 acres this 
amounts' to $934.20.

to do with the city and valley. "The 
very stones bear bis name," one 
friend said last week, alluding to 
the fact that the sidewalks and some 
of the streets, many of the buildings 
in Covina show the stamp of his 
name in the concrete that he laid, 
much of it with his own hands. 


George Griffiths was possessed of 


an 
unusual amount 
of 
energy, 


coupled with real ability and imag- 
ination. For years .he engaged in 
dry farming of several 
thousand 


acres on the south of Covina, where 
Valencia Heights and West Covina 
are 
now flourishing communities. 


Some of this time he was associated 
with his brothers, and. their opera- 
tions ' were always on a very large 
scale. They made a success of this 
method of farming, judging from the 
scale of success of those days, and 
in 1903, Griffiths Brothers founded 
the grain mill in Covina, which is 
now the San Gabriel Valley Milling 
company. 


FKOM STALKS TO BISCUITS 
A feature that old-timers will re- 


call, and which is characteristic of 
George Griffiths, is the "From Stalk 
to Biscuits'' story that went all over 
the United States in the newspapers. 
At a time when the grain was ripe, 
George conceived the idea of reap- 
ing a small quantity of wheat, bring- 
ing it to his mill, grinding it into 
flour and making biscuits in the 
shortest possible time, and this he 
achieved in forty-five minutes from 
the time the growing grain was har- 
vested until the hot biscuits were 
being served to his friends on the 
table. This story pleased the fancy 
of editors everywhere, and it was 


to him, and he never was quite as 
active in local affairs after that, be- 
reavement. His second wife, not so 
well known to people in this valley, 
proved to be a most constant, and 
devoted companion, and was his 
main standby during the long illness 
resulting from paralysis, which end- 
ed in his death Wednesday, Janu- 
ary 15, at 200 Trolley Way, in Ven- 
ice. George had been incapacitated 
for several years, "a trnly sad condi- 
tion for a man who had been so 
active and ambitious all his life. 


It would be impossible to remeri- 


ber and recount all of the activities 
of this remarkable man at this time, 
but it is enough to say that while 
George Griffiths was actively engag- 
ed in business in Covina he was an 
outstanding figure, a man consulted 
in all matters affecting progress, and 
always willing and eager to put his 
shoulder to the wheel. 


A DAM ADVOCATE. 


Many remember his advocacy of 


the building of a dam in the Pud- 
dingstone canyon near San Dimas 
where now the flood control dam and 
conservation reservoir of Los An- 
geles county is functioning. With 
James E. Hodges and others, he put 
up several thousand dollars for pre- 
liminary surveys, and, as Mr. Hodges 
said at the meeting of the "old- 
timers" in the Woman's clubhouse 
last Friday night, January 18, the 
project would have been a success 
had they not been induced to include 
the bringing of water by tunnel from 
Cattle canyon, 
which made 
the 


scheme too large for local capital 
to swing successfully. 
As it has 


turned out, however, the county has 
built a dam on the exact point where 
the original survey was made, and 
the cost came within a few thousand 
dollars of the estimate made by the 
original promoters.

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HUGE WATER RUN-OFF SAVING 


POSSIBLE THRU SPREADING 


By CHARLES C. COHAN 


in Los Angeles Times 


A total of 22,500,000,000 gullons of 


Water will be added daily during 
flood-water periods to Los Angeles 
county's 
naturally 
stored 
under- 


ground supply by the capture and 
infiltration of flood water that now 
luns off in the ocean and is lost, 
according to a plan proposed by E. 
C. Eaton, chief engineer of the Los 
Angeles county flood control district. 


This sinking process is thru a sys- 


tem of confluent, canals branching 
from main streams over adjacent 
fipreading-grounds. The flood water 
is taken via one main or several 
canals from the river or wash con- 
veying it and percolates partly thru 
the canal bottoms and partly thru 
the acreage over which it spreads 
from the canal ends, into the under- 
ground storage places. The system 
is so devised that certain canals can 
pick up the excess water spread by 
some of the ditches and direct, it to 
Other parts of the spreading-ground 
to expedite infiltration and prevent 
flooding. 
Where necessary, levees 


are located to protect roads and land 
adjacent to the spreading-grounds. 
The flood water is taken from the 
main streams at specified levels to 
prevent interference with the normal 
Stream flow. Such a method, it is 
contended, not only will enable the 
desired infiltration but likewise will 
form a protection against flood-water 
damage. 


If all of a single year's vagrant 


"water in this county were put under- 
ground it would be enough to take 
care of the county's water needs for 
about three years, he estimated. 


AS AVATER RESERVE 


However, he does not intend a re- 


plenishment of the subsoil water 
supply in lieu of any of the pend- 
ing projects to bring in additional 
water to this region from the Colo- 
rado river and other contemplated 
sources, but as an extensive water 
reserve or insurance while these pro- 
jects are being consummated and 
after they are completed. 


A preliminary suggestion in this 


connection has been submitted to 
the board of county supervisors by 
Mr. Eaton involving the use of un- 
occupied and unfilled lands adjacent 
to several streams in the county as 
infiltration areas. 
This method is 


•working successfully on 600 acres 
adjacent to the San Antonio river 
in the northeast part of the county 
•where it has been tried out to deter- 
mine its feasibility for the entire 
county. Mr. Eaton expects to have 
the complete details of his plan 
worked out by July 1, next, as part 
of his new and comprehensive flood- 
control program including surface 
dams and other works that, he con- 
siders essential.

The water that wastes into the 


ocean is conveyed via stream chan- 
nels that drain territory over which 
the flood water flows too rapidly or 
in too great a quantity to permit of 
complete absorption. The larger part 
of the mountain drainage finds its 
outlet via the Los Angeles and San 
Gabriel river systems. 


EXTENSIVE RESERVOIRS 


Conditions arc especially propi- 


tious hero for underground water 
storage. Nature has given Los An- 
geles county the priceless boon of 
absorbent strata that form the larg- 
est and best natural subterranean 
reservoirs in the country. They have 
the additional advantage of natural 
underground clay dykes at 
their 


lower ends that are effectual dams 
and clay bottoms impervious to wa- 
ter. Thruout many yours, these bene- 
ficently provided reservoirs have sup- 
plied an enormous amount of water 
for pumping and since 1904 there has 
been a progressive drop in the water 
plane. 


Los Angeles county's geological 


history ascribes these reservoirs-to 
a fortunate condition in sedimen- 
tary land-making. An upheaval that 
brot the mountains at the north of 
the county into existence, is indi- 
cated. There is sonic belief that in 
unrecorded 
geological 
ages 
these 


mountains subsided and rose several 
times. 
Erosion carried earth and 


rocks from them toward the ocean, 
thus building up the Los Angeles 
plain and perhaps an upthrust along 
the plain's coastline aided this. 
Pressure upthrusts or faultline for- 
mation resulted in extensive dyke 
systems thruout this plain hedging 
in strata of gravel, boulders, Sux.:l 
and the like capable of enormous 
water storage so that these reser- 
voirs or storage places underlie prac- 
tically the entire plain. 
* 


INFILTRATION AREAS 


It has been found that 2,500,000 


or more gallons of water can be ab- 
! sorbed daily thru every acre 
on 


which the flood water brot down by 
the river can be spread. 


A natural dyke across the narrows 


of the San Gabriel river at El Monte 
makes all the flood water from the 
mouth of the canyon to El Monte, 
about, ten miles, available for in 
filtration to the extent of 3000 acres 
or more. 


Approximately 2000 acres contigu 


ous to the Tujunga river are con- 
sidered appropriate by Mr. Eaton 
a's a spreading area, and about 150( 
acres at the Snn Antonio rivcrf." "H 
estimates a total of about 9000'acres 
in the county for such purpose.

Possibilities of frost prevention by 


rrigation might well be given ser- 
ous consideration by many -fruit 
jrowef a who have control of their 
rrigation water'supply. It may not 
always .be possible to prevent frost 
njury to orchards thru the use of 
rrigating water, but this method lias 
lefinitely saved the crops on certain 
orchards in districts where practi- 
slly all fruit on adjoining orchards 
was lost by frost during the past 
eason. 
In the use of irrigation water there 


ire several, points to be considered: 
laving the soil wet in the orchard 
on the night of the frost is of value. 
But best of all is to have the water 
<n the ground, or in furrows, in addi- 
ion to having the surface compact 
ind wet at the very time when 
reezing temperatures oecur. 


Now let us consider the different 


actors which aid in frost prevention. 
A solid compact soil will allow heat 
*rom the earth to radiate more f ree- 
y than a soil surface which is loose 
nd dry. A loose soil mulch acts as 
a blanket and holds the heat of the 
:arth down. 


Wet soil appears to be cold daring 


he day, because more heat is re- 
quired to raise the temperature than 
vould be required of dry soil. Con- 
equentljr more heat is being stored 
ip during the day in wet soil and 
.his will be given off again during 
,he frosty night. Dry soil warms up 
quickly during the day, but stores 
ip very little heat to be given off at 
night and to aid in frost prevention. 


Wet soil, standing water, or run- 


ning water, will also create a mist 
or fog on a cold night. This fog pre- 
vents the rapid escape of heat from 
•he earth into the 'clear air above 


Suppose it turns colder and there 


may bo a slight freezing within the 
Jant cells, the extent of actual fruit 
njury then depends upon conditions 
n t h e morning at sunrise. 
A 


)right morning sun shining on dry 
frosted fruit or leaves usually re- 
sults in severe frost injury. On the 


'and holds the rising heat more or less 
among the trees, This is clearly il- 
lustrated by the fact that we seldom 
have frosty spring nights wtien it is 
oloudy. , 
: 
. 


Suppose, then, that we have cre- 


ated a fog by irrigating on a frosty 
night. Before the fog..or vapor can 
be converted into dew, or water, a 
certain amount of heat must be giv- 
en off into the surrounding atmos- 
phere. 
Again, before tho dew on 


the leaves and fruit can be'changed 
to frost, or ice, still more heat must 
be given off. These different process- 
es delay the actual freezing of the 
plant cells in the leaves or fruit, 
you have created moisture, or even 
white frost on the trees, the con- 
ditions are more favorable. 
Before 


the fruit can be overheated by the 
bright morning sun the frost must 
be melted. Then again the water 
must be dried off before tho fruit 
gets warm. By this time the plant 
•cells, which might have -been partly 
frosted, will 'have the frost slowly 
drawn out and will be restored to 
normal condition. 


Then, summing up, we can say 


that wet soil, running water, water 
from deep well pumps and the cre- 
ation of a fog are all important fac- 
tors in frost prevention. 
In ad- 


dition to this, anything in the way 
of protecting the trees against the 
bright morning sun is of consider- 
able 
value. 
This may be birbt 


about by burning a little wet straw 
at sunrise to produce a smoke 
screen. 


In watching the temperature rec- 


ords, wo find it possible to Yaise 
the temperature more than two de- 
grees by irrigation, but this does 
not seem to be absolutely necessary, 
since the presence of water appar- 
ently prevents frost injury even if 
the temperature drops considerably 
below the freezing point. 


This is no longer a theory, but 


very practical to a limited extent.

When we remember that the sur- 


geons of the Clv.ll war knew noth- 
ing about bacteria and the nature 
of infection, we should marvel 
that they did as well as they dlA 
For the majority of men who die 
of wounds In war are not killed 
outright, nor do,they die from tha 
extent of their Injuries. 
They die" 


In hospitals of Infection. 


Our percentage of death from 


gunshot wounds in the Civil war 
was 10.65; in the World war, 8.12. 
This gain In efficiency (nothing less 
than the saving of a few more men 
out of every 
100) 
was 
almost 


wholly due to the development of 
aseptic and antiseptic technique. 


And It was a greater gain than, 


at first appears, for without it the 
percentage of deaths from Infec- 
tions in this war would have been 
higher than in the Civil war, be- 
cause the wounds were generally 
more 
dangerously Infected, and 


were of a type more favorable to 
the development of Infection.

Record Leaf Growth? 


A 
giant-leaved 
water 
lily 
of 


Japan and China probably holds 
the world's record for speed In 
leaf-growing, according to a note in 
the' British scientific journal Na- 
ture. 
This plant, a relative of the 


Victoria regia of South America, 
expands its four-foot floating lenves 
in less than nine days, increasing 
their diameter at a rate of nearly 
a half-jncb an hour. 
At that rate 


of growth they produce between 15 
to 25 square inches of leaf in 60 
minutes.

MASTER ROAD PLAN TOLD TO 


VALLEY DEVELOPMENT BODY 


Perpetual highway development of 


the San Gabriel valley is provided 
for in the master plan formally pre- 
sented to five hundred sixty residents 
of the valley last Thursday night at 
the master plan dinner of the Los 
Angeles county regional planning 
commission at tho Hotel Maryland, 
Pasadena. 


Approved by the officials of tho 


17 incorporated cities of the valley, 
and sponsored by the Los Angeles 
.county board of supervisors, the plan 
furnishes the groundwork for .a sys- 
tematic development of highways, 
airports, business, industrial and 
residential zones until the valley at- 
tains its greatest density of popula- 
tion, which is anticipated within the 
next 50 to 100 years. 


Ultimate populations of Alham- 


bra, San Gabriel and Monterey Park, 
according to figures presented by 
Chief Engineer William J. Fox of 
the planning commission, who ex- 
plained tho plan, will be 100,000, 
48,000, and 70,000 respectively. The 
figures are based on the present in- 
corporated areas of the cities. Fu- 
ture populations of other cities in 
the San Gabriel valley, according to 
the commission estimates, will be: 
Arcadia, 
150,000; 
Azusa, 
74,000; 


Claremont, 25,000; Covina, 13,800; 
El Monte, 18,200; Glendora, 35,000; 
Monrovia, 80,000; Pasadena, 300,000; 
Pomona, 200,000; San Marino, 35,- 
000; Sierra Madre, 47,000; South 
Pasadena, 50,000; West Covina, 128,- 
000; La Verne, 18,000. 


ALHAMBRA AS MODEL 


The increase of population is in a 


direct proportion to the growth of 
industries, said Fox, who explained 
that in taking Alhambra a», a model 
for the valley, it was estimated that 
33 industries" supported a population 
of 33,ti50, the figure at the time the 
survey was prepared. Fox stated 
that his ratio of industries to popu- 
lation with the incorporated com- 
munities is one of the 1000. 


Highway developments for o:\cli 


five-year period of the next 50 years 
are 'provided for in detail by the 
plan. Fox declared that overlapping 
assessments will be prevented by the 
fact that any assessment district can 
only be extended to the next actual 
or contemplated major improvement, 
and that no improvements can inter- 
vene. 


"There will be no condemnation 


proceedings to be instituted in the 
valley after the next ten years if 
all the incorporated areas faithfully 
carry out tho provisions of the mas- 
ter plan," said Fox. He explained 
that subdividers in filing tract maps, ] 
hereafter, will be required to dedi- 
cate rights-of-way for all road, pres- 
ent or contemplated roadways, be- 
fore the acceptance of the map. 


The meeting was held under the 


auspices of the San Gabriel Valley 
Development association. J. L. Mat- 


thews of Covina, association chair- 
man, was chairman. 


OFFICIALS ATTEND 


Matthews presented Mayor Robert 


Daughorty of Pasadena, who gave 
the welcoming address; Charles H. 
Diggs, director of the planning com 
mission; Tom Lambert of El Monte, 
president of the associated cham- 
bers of commerce of the San Gabriel 
valley; Mrs. Charles F. Gray, presi- 
dent of the planning commission; 
G. Gordon Whitnall of Los Angeles; 
J. M. Paige of Pomona; Myron J. 
Haig, executive secretary of the val- 
ley development organization, and 
Supervisor Henry W. Wright. 


Wright spoke briefly on the as- 


serted perils of the map, explaining 
that many of the contemplated high 
ways could not be developed \mtil 
far in the future, altho as much of 
the county road funds as possible 
will be allocated for the proposed 
arteries. 


GOVERNOR SPEAKS 


Tho history and development of 


the state highway system formed the 
topic of a talk by Governor Young 
the first speaker. Young spoke pri 
manly on the relations between 
northern and southern California re 
garding the allocation of primary 
and secondary state highways, in re- 
gard to the amount of gas tax am 
license fees coming from the two 
sections. 


"State engineers arc now making 


a survey of the southern portion o: 
the state in regard to the placing o 
new state secondary highways, anc 
it is probable that three-fourths o 
the new secondary roads will be lo 
cated in the southern portion. Here 
tofore, 75 per cent of the prirnarj 
roads have been in the northern por 
tion of the state. 


"The southern portion of the stat 


will get 500 miles of new state high 
ways. Many of the present county 
highways will be taken over," he 
said. 


"The biggest single job ever let 


by the state -is the new Ridge route 
ciisting $900,000 for the first third. 
The new road will have one-fifth 
the curvature of the present road 
and will be seven miles shorter."

Where Hypocrisy Is King— 


The Los Angeles city police department has always been 


subjected to a species of political cruelty that has no counter- 
part, even in-some of the great cities of the eastern seaboard. 
Men who have occupied the position of chief of police in that 
city have all been the victims of just about as cowardly a 
system of political buck-passing as could be devised by small 
and selfish people, and these are found in all walks of life 
and in all lines of business endeavor from the top to the' bot- 
tom of the social fabric. 


The police department has always been the political goat 


for the higher-ups of that fair city of the Angels. It is still 
being.made the goat. The newspapers of that city, one after 
another, and at different times, according to the policies of 
the moment, have broken out with raucous campaigns against 
the police, generally'at a time when the public attention 
must be directed away from something far more sinister. 
Police chiefs come and go with the shifting and shifty needs 
of the political system. But bootlegging and gambling re- 
main. 


i There are plenty of isolated cases Where police officers 
are found to be crooked, of course. That happens in all police 
departments. But the real protection to vice in Los Angeles, 
as in most cities, is, the property-owner and the so-called re- 
spectable citizen. If the banks, holding estates in trust, and 
owners of downtown property, should insist that these obso- 
lete buildings, not yet ready for class-A improvement, be 
vacated by bootleggers and gamblers, the problem, so far'as 
downtown Los Angeles is concerned, would be solved in a 
month. Property-owners don't want bootleggers and gam- 
blers in a new and modern building, because it will hurt ren- 
tals, but they have been known to make it hot for the chief 
,of police on many an occasion when his vice squad raided 
an old rooming house that was passing out of the economic 
picture, and just about ready to be dismantled to make ready 
for the march of business progress. They have been known 
to make a very loud and effective squawk to the chief be- 
cause he was disturbing the only kind of rental that was pos- 
sible for that type of building*. And chiefs of police have 
been obliged to conform to these determined requests. 


What the powers-that-be want, the chief wants, generally. 


If he runs counter to their desires, he goes out. He knows 
that very well. But the time comes inevitably when gam- 
bling and bootlegging under such a system of protection gets 
to be a stench. What happens? They make a goat out of 
the..chieLof.ppjjce, and.cut his official head off. That's the 
system in Los Angeles, and profebly in s&nie other cities. ^ 


The police know where most of these bigger bootleggers 


and gamblers are operating. Some newspaper crusade de- 
clares that these places are operating openly under police 
protection. In a way that's true. But. it is the owner of the 
property and the banker in the background furnishing the 
'protection. 


If Mayor Porter has any sincerq idea of cleaning up his 


fair city, he had better forget the existence of the chief of 
police and the police department, and concentrate his ability 
and energy on the property-owners and bankers and invest- 
ment trusts that are interested in rentals. But he won't do 
it, because he would get the same thing that the chief of 
police gets under similar circumstances. 


More Pumping Plants— 


Eight per cent of the agricultural land of California is 


under systems of irrigation. That fact gives some idea of the 
problem of expansion that confronts this state. Without 
water these lands produce only a small amount of revenue. 
Yet, lands under irrigation, especially in Los Angeles county, 
produce more per acre than is the case in any other place in 
the world. 


It is true that great amounts of water originating in the 


mountains is not yet available. We have scarcely begun to 
1 scratch the possibilities of development in the high Sierras, 


but such development is so costly it is virtually prohibitive. 
Even the great Edison company, with more than a hundred 
million dollars invested in power projects in the high moun- 
tains, is of two opinions whether or not the same power could 
not have been developed from steam plants in the valleys. 


There is one method of developing water that has proved 


feasible and economical, and that is by deep-well pumping. 
Jljunping plants cost more money than does gravity water, 
<iif course, but only when the gravity water is delivered at a 
very small expense for diversion, not when great dams and 
long conduits are involved.. 


Great strides have been made in the invention of deep- 


well pumping machinery in the past twenty years. The water 
lift is being made from constantly deeper levels. In many 
parts of the state the question of acquiring water in abun- 
dance is merely a matter of going deep enough for it, and 
in the past five years, deep wells have been installed and are 


; .satisfactory in places that have been dry farmed since the 


'Americans came to the coast. The subterranean water sup- 
ply is probably the solution of further agricultural develop- 
ment.

Valley Protective association, the 
latter organization engaged in con- 
ducting a determined campaign to 
protect the water rights of the San 
Gabriel valley. 


An intimate .picture of the methods 


employed in the earliest days to de- 
velop water and to divide it equit- 
ably among valley users was given 
by Mr. Griffith, containing many 
quaint and amusing episodes of the 
early days of struggle to transform 
the dry desert into an irrigated area. 


After revealing the long, and some- 


times bitter fight to establish water 
rights in the valley, during which 
time he alluded to the efforts of 
many pioneers, some of wKom were 
present, the speaker outlined the plan 
of procedure at the present time, 
aimed to prevent any irrigating wa- 
ter or storm surplus from being di- 
verted from the valley by any city 
or organization. 


He told of the assessments volun- 


tarily placed by ranchers on the 
acreage in the .San Gabriel valley, 
and declared that tne valley proper- 
ty-holders arc thoroly aroused to the 
necessity for concerted action to pre- 
vent Pasadena, or any other city, 
from taking water from the San Ga- 
briel canyon. The two hundred men 
assembled, most of whom were ranch 
owners and business men, concurred 
heartily in this program, and showed 
their interest by repeated applause. 


Following the address, one of the 


best musical numbers of an evening 
replete with music was that of the 
trio for violin, clarinet and piano,

Fleeting Hour," played by 


Miss Jones, Mrs. Damerel and Mr.
